Passengers describe 
scene of Blue Line 
derailment

When Kenneth Price set out for a doctor’s ap- 
pointment Thursday morning, he took a bus. 

One of about three dozen passengers in- 
jured Monday when a CTA train ran off the 
tracks and up an escalator at the O’Hare Blue 
Line station, Price, 6o, wasn’t ready to ride a 
train again. He’s been treated for whiplash, 
a concussion and bumps and bruises, but it’s 
anxiety and lack of sleep that trouble him 
most. 

“I’m very paranoid about getting back on a 
train,” Price said. “I can’t even think straight.” 

Price and several other passengers still 
nursing wounds and dealing with newfound 
fears provided the clearest account yet of 
Monday’s crash. They shared their stories 
even as the CTA continues repair work at the 
O’Hare station, which the agency said should

The bewildered passen- 
gers staggered off the train to find its lead car 
perched atop the station’s escalator. 

“That was unbelievable,” Price said. 

It was also quiet before the crash. Stanley 
Bonner, 64, was in the train’s fourth car, read- 
ing and closing his eyes to get a few minutes 
of rest before the start of his 3:30 a.m. shift 
screening passengers at O’Hare for theTSA. 

He recognized some of his fellow passen- 
gers. At that hour, the sparse ridership is usu-

“It’s getting to the point now where people 
are like Keef, really?’ ” saidTyrine How- 
ard, deputy editor for Chicago hip-hop blog 
Fake Shore Drive. “They don’t want to see 
another [negative] headline a week from now 
That takes away from everything.” 

Zan Adams, a 19-year-old activist from 
Bronzeville, has seen the fatigue Howard al- 
ludes to. He is co-founder of the group Re- 
claiming Inner-City Streets and Elevating 
Chicago (RISE Chicago), which is fighting 
for a South Side trauma center and advocat- 
ing to combat youth violence. 

“[Fans] are starting to tell me. This guy 
is stupid. What’s wrong with him,’ ” he said. 
“‘He’s got his money, why is he doing this?’ ” 

Adams has been pressing Cozart and other 
Chicago rappers to collaborate on an album 
free of lyrics that glorify any sort of violence. 
He’s even had meetings with Cozart’s label, 
GBE. He hopes to make the collaboration a 
reality this summer, but with the most recent 
news of a possible shooting, he’s unsure. 

“If things like speeding arrests keep hap- 
pening, I’m not going to say ‘I don’t want to 
know you,’ ” he said. “But if shootings keep 
happening. I’m torn.” 

Howard said Cozart’s actions have to be 
put into perspective. 

“I think people need to take into account 
where he’s come from, and he’s young,” he 
said. “Could you imagine being 17 to 18 years 
old and having the success he’s had? You come 
home from school and record a song Avith 
Kanye West? Especially if you don’t have the 
proper guidance around? That’s a lot to take 
in.” 

Howard said Keef’s repeated run-ins with 
the law risk fatiguing his fan base, but so far, 
they are holding strong. 

“It’s interesting, it may seem like people be- 
come disinterested with his music, but that’s 
not the case,” he said. “The younger crowd 
can be as fickle as they come, but they still 
love his music.”

BP expands estimate 
of oil spilled into lake

BP on Thursday more than doubled its maxi- 
mum estimate of how much crude oil spilled 
into Lake Michigan earlier this week from its 
Whiting refinery in Northwest Indiana. 

In a statement, the company said a mal- 
function in a new distillation unit had forced 
up to 39 barrels or 1,638 gallons of oil into the 
lake just across the Illinois border. A day earli- 
er, the company had estimated that 18 barrels 
at most had been spilled. 

BP said it based its latest estimate on the 
amount of oil collected by vacuum trucks 
and absorbent booms, along with an inven- 
tory of the waxy balls of oil that cleanup 
crews scoured from a beach on BP’s property 
Strong winds appear to have pushed most of 
the oil toward a shallow cove between the re- 
finery and an ArcelorMittal steel mill. 


Officials from the U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency have said the spill likely poses 
no long-term risks to Lake Michigan, the 
source of drinking water for 7 million people 
in Chicago and the suburbs. The 68th Street 
water intake crib is about 8 miles northwest 
of the spill site, but there have been no signs 
of oil drifting in that direction. 

Workers at the refinery reported an oil 
sheen on the water at about 4:30 p.m. Mon- 
day and the EPA said the leak was plugged by 
9 p.m. At a minimum, 15 barrels of oil ended 
up in the lake after crude leaked into a sealed 
cooling system, BP said. The low estimate the 
previous day was 9 barrels. 

The EPA, which is conducting an investi- 
gation into possible violations of the federal 
Clean Water Act, declined to comment on 
BP’s updated spill estimates.

Expert advice: Revae Schneider, founder 
of cocktail consultancy Femme du Coupe, 
created her own line of gourmet cocktail 
syrups called Le 
Sirop in flavors 
such as ginger 
and blueberry- 
lavender. She said 
making cocktail 
syrups at home 
doesn’t even have 
to involve your 
stove; try combining equal parts water 
and sugar (that’s simple syrup) plus an 
herb or spice, then dissolving the sugar

flavored syrup. Whole 
cinnamon sticks, pink 
peppercorns, peeled 
ginger root and citrus 
zest all are easy to 
work with. Schneider 
said fruit is a tempting 
addition to syrup but 
can get messy, so when 
she wants to add a dash 
of fruit and sweetness 
to a drink, she reaches 
for a small spoonful of 
fruit jam.

INFUSIONS 

What you’ll need: Bottle of a base 
spirit, large pitcher or jar, herbs/spic- 
es/fruit, strainer or cheesecloth 



Expert advice: At CH Distillery cocktail bar, bever- 
age director Krlssy Schutte infuses the West Loop 
distillery’s two gins, bour- 
bon and vodka with fla- 
vors ranging from lapsang 
souchong tea to chestnuts. 
For home bartenders, 
Schutte suggests starting 
with vodka infused with 
herbs (such as rosemary) 
or serrano chilies, which 
can be a base for spicy cocktails or bloody marys. 
Pour the bottle of vodka, gin or whichever spirit 
you’ve chosen into a pitcher or jar, then submerge 
the herbs or chilies. Cover and wait. “You can in- 
fuse the spirit for anywhere from one to 48 hours,’’ 
Schutte said. “Just keep tasting. You definitely want 
to monitor it. You can always start with less [herbs 
or chilies] and add more.’’ Once you’ve reached the 
desired flavor, strain the mixture through a mesh 
strainer or cheesecloth and funnel it back into its 
original bottle.

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‘Cesar Chavez’ director 
Diego Luna wants his 
fiim to incite curiosity

Diego Luna is in director mode. 

The Mexican actor (“YTu MamaTambien,” 
“Dirty Dancing: Havana Nights”) effectively 
called “Cut!” on himself as a siren interrupted 
him mid-answer during a recent interview at 
the Peninsula Hotel. 

“Is this going to work? No, right?” he asked, 
pausing to look out the window and watch 
the emergency vehicle pass. “Otherwise you’ll 
never {use} it.” 

“Cesar Chavez,” Luna’s English-language 
directorial debut opening Friday, focuses on 
the Mexican-American labor leader’s work 
during the 1960s, when Chavez became the 
face and voice of a southern California grape 
boycott that would grow into an internation- 
al movement. 

“Chavez” is just the second time in the 
director’s chair for the 34-year-old, most re- 
cently seen in last year’s “Elysium” but per- 
haps more memorable as Katy Perry’s artist 


boyfriend in the video for “The One that 
Got Away” 

At the Peninsula, Luna talked about why he 
cast Chicago native Michael Pena in the lead 
role, what would make him cry and who would 
be able to turn him into an 8 -year-old again. 

Michael Pena, who plays Cesar Chavez, and 
John Malkovich, who plays Chavez’s main 
adversary, they’re actually from Chicago. 
What have they told you about Chicago? 

Steppenwolf is a project and a reference for 
me for quite a long time. I do theater; that’s 
how I met {Steppenwolf ensemble member] 
John Malkovich. ... And definitely the story 
of Michael here ... it’s one of the reasons why 
I cast him. ... He was born in Chicago, he’s a 


first-generation {American} and he lived here 
a very similar experience to the one Cesar 
Chavez had to go through in Arizona, basi- 
cally being born in a place that reminds you 
every day you don’t belong, having to go to 
school and study in English and then go back 
home {where everyone speaks Spanish}. 

Michael Pena, Rosario Dawson and America 
Ferrera are In their 20s and 30s, as are you. 
What was the most challenging part of 
making a movie that was set mostly In the 
1960s? 

That distance is good because it’s not the 
same when you talk about something that 
you experienced, because then you have 
your own agenda. ... My film is more to let 


everyone know that Cesar existed, to tell 
the story to all of those who think Cesar 
Chavez is a street or the name of a park but 
they don’t know why and what he means for 
a community I think we’re at the right age to 
tell this story 

As a Flllpino-American, I was surprised at the 
role Filipino workers played In the begin- 
ning of the workers movement. 

Everyone talks about the {Mexican} farm 
workers going on strike and what it meant 
back then and the strength they showed, 
when in fact it was the Filipinos who went 
first and they decided to join. I really love that 
way of starting the film. It was this commu- 
nity following another community ... I don’t 


ii I don’t think this fiim is [just] for 
Latinos, i think this film is for everyone 
in this country.” 




think this film is {just} for Latinos. I think this 
film is for everyone in this country because 
the film is about a boycott, and what the 
boycott did is that the story of farm workers 
suddenly became the story of America. 

In the movie, Fernando Chavez complains 
that his father makes everything into a his- 
tory lesson. If someone said that about your 
film, what would you say to them? 

I would start crying, because from Day 1 1 
said, “I’m not going to do a history lesson.” 

... Every time {teachers} come to me and say 
“Why did you leave this out? Why did you 
not talk about this?” I go, “Listen, film is not a 
history lesson.” Film is in fact about engaging 
emotionally ... and it’s about having a good 
time in the cinema. It’s about entertaining. 
Cinema can bring some curiosity for people 
to go and investigate a little more about Cesar. 
But film shouldn’t be teaching you. At least 
that’s not the film I like watching. 

You’ve now both acted in and directed 
Engiish- and Spanish-ianguage fiims, you 


have your own production company, you’ve 
co-written a screenpiay and you’ve even 
been in a music video. What is one thing you 
haven’t done that you wouid iike to do next? 

[Laughs.] What haven’t I done? Definitely 
the parachute experience is something I will 
do one day once my son becomes old enough 
to do it with me. I guess one thing I’m never 
going to be able to do is be a— well, here I 
have to say a soccer player. 

Is that something you wanted to do? 

I always wanted it! I always wanted it, but I 
was never good enough. I did a film where I 
played a goalkeeper. 

Was that your dream coming true? 

Abu know, I don’t give a [bleep] about anyone 
coming in or out of a room, but if suddenly 
[retired French soccer player] Zinedine 
Zidane comes in, I just can’t handle it. I be- 
come an 8 -year-old, and I need an autograph, 
and I can’t stop staring at them. I have that 
thing with soccer players, just with them.

Too much mission,

Anyone who sees 
“Cesar Chavez” 
will exit the theater 
knowing that the 
civil rights activist 
(Chicago native Mi- 
chael Pena) endured 
a 25-day hunger 
strike in the name of 
nonviolence. That he 
spent time away from 
his eight (!) children 
to organize Mexican 
and Filipino farm 
workers in 1960s 
California. And that he led a large group of 
people who needed an advocate, not just for 
a salary higher than $2 a day, but for funda- 
mental equality 

What moviegoers won’t get, however, is an 
actual depiction of the reasons Chavez took 
on the cause. The film, the first English-lan-

guage directorial effort for Diego Luna (still 
best known as the guy who’s not Gael Garcia 
Bernal in “YTu MamaTambien”), opens with 
the hero discussing his early exposure to the 
injustices of underpaid, under-represented 
farm workers. We don’t see this. We don’t feel 
his personal connection to the fight, and, even 
more importantly we don’t see the effects of 
the workers being mistreated. “Cesar Chavez” 
presents them only as faces in the crowd. 

Some recognizable faces in thinly written 
parts include America Ferrera as Chavez’s 
wife, Rosario Dawson as Chavez’s ally and 
John Malkovich, another Chicago-area na- 
tive, as a businessman who suffers from one 
of the Chavez-led boycotts. It’s too bad Luna 
didn’t listen to the complaints of Chavez’s 


oldest son, Fernando, who tells his father, 
“You have this annoying habit of turning 
everything into a lesson.” This is a message 
film about an important subject— but it 
forgets to be both informative and watch- 
able. Throughout, characters are only good 
(Robert Kennedy) or evil (Richard Nixon), 


and Chavez is presented as a determined 
saint despite paying minimal attention to 
Fernando and even less to the rest of his 
children. “Cesar Chavez” provides no sense 
of the impact this abandonment has on the 
kids; apparently their long-term happiness is 
none of our concern.

What could be a

than something 
potentially great that never happens? 

In the documentary “Jodorowsk/s Dune,” 
director Frank Pavich chronicles controver- 
sial Chilean director Alejandro Jodorowsky’s 
failed attempt to make an elaborate, expen- 
sive, fearless sci-fi epic based on Frank Her- 
bert’s acclaimed novel “Dune.” In retrospect, 
Jodorowsky’s plan sounds like a trippy slam 
dunk: He wanted the movie to simulate the 
effect of LSD, with a visual design from Dan 
O’Bannon, who went on to write ‘Alien.” The 
cast would have included Mick Jagger, Salva- 
dor Dali and Orson Welles. Jodorowsky’s son 
Brontis trained six hours a day seven days a 
week for two years to prepare for a promi- 
nent role. 

Now in his mid-8os, Jodorowsky initially 
intended to work with Pink Floyd and Doug- 
las Trumbull, the special-effects whiz behind 
“2001: A Space Odyssey” but dismissed both 
after clashing with their big egos. “I cannot

use him,” the director (“ElTopo”) says of 
Trumbull. “He is not my spiritual warrior.” 

Pavich spends practically all of “Jodor- 
owsky’s Dune” depicting what the potentially 
groundbreaking movie would have been like. 
(After seeing Jodorowsky’s massive book 
of ambitious storyboards, “Drive” director 
Nicolas Winding Refn claims the film would 
have been “awesome.”)

Yet, with less insight but similar passion to 
“Room 237”— the fascinating doc analyzing 
“The Shining”— “Jodorowsky’s Dune” tickles 
the imaginations of movie fans who see the 
art form as an unlimited opportunity to ex- 
pand the mind. And anyone who’s seen David 
Lynch’s unwatchable, incomprehensible 1984 
attempt at “Dune” will feel especially sorry 
Jodorowsky never got his chance.

In brief, quiet moments, “Breathe In” 
captures the stolen seconds that make up the 
most dangerous secrets, whether it’s Megan’s 
hidden cookie stash or Keith’s growing 
sensation that something’s cooking with the 
fetching young girl in his home. When life 
grows frantic and disappointing, there can be 
eroticism in calm.

A dark and stormy 
40 days and nights 


If you collect a mas- 
sive variety of species 
into a confined space 
for a long period of 
time, the animals 
will need to go to the 
bathroom. They’ll 
need to eat. They 
probably will not all hang together like mel- 
low, long-lost pals. 

Of course, belief and logic are mutually 
exclusive, and it’s tough to visually depict a 
story that relies on the former without mak- 
ing it look like pure fantasy So in director/ 
co-writer Darren Aronofsky’s misguided, 
superficial “Noah,” the title character (Rus- 
sell Crowe) and his ancient backpacker fam- 
ily (including Jennifer ConneUy as his wife 
and Emma Watson as his adopted daughter) 
hardly question it or take inventory when 
creatures show up to board Noah’s ark while 
a watery rapture arrives to allegedly wipe out 
evil. Noah’s more concerned with defending 
the innocents he feels he’s been tasked with 
saving from both “The Creator” and an angry 
army of generic baddies. 

It should be noted that “Noah,” which 
begins with a rushed, unintentionally funny 
Creationist info-dump and looks kinda like 
Ridley Scott’s (“Prometheus,” “Robin Hood”) 
take on “Waterworld,” doesn’t claim to be 
based on a true story The way it unfolds 
almost suggests it’s based on a video game, or 
at least created in hopes of leading to one. 

Attempting to answer the age-old question, 
“How could one man, who wouldn’t neces- 
sarily have even known what an ark is, build

a giant wooden boat?” Aronofsky replies, 
“Enormous, English-speaking rock monsters. 
That’s how” Really These beings, called The 
Watchers and, I just learned, are tweaked 
from actual biblical beings, have glowing 
embers for eyes and voices from folks like 
Nick Nolte and Frank Langella. In one of the 
film’s only attempts at lightness, a Watcher 
plays with one of Noah’s sons in a gag almost 
directly lifted from, yes, “Real Steel.” 

What foUows turns a relatively short fable 
into a far-fetched epic with Noah as its burly 
action hero. Any examination of the dangers 
of firmly abiding by extreme interpretations 
of unexplainable behavior is murky at best. 
The Creator, meanwhile, receives credit 
for successes and little blame for failures. 
Speaking of failures: Aronofsky (“Black 
Swan,” “The Fountain”) is hardly the person 
you’d expect to make humanity’s first disaster 
movie, and including the pedigree of An- 
thony Hopkins (as Noah’s berries-obsessed 
grandfather) is no excuse. 

Who is expected to like this ridiculous, 
semi-secular effort? Those who believe the 
film’s origin story probably will take issue 
with that whole walking, talking stones thing 
(unless now we have an explanation for the 
pyramids and Stonehenge?), and those who 
don’t will have problems with the near-total 
absence of sense and disturbingly inconsis- 
tent attitude toward incest. As if that were 
ever open to debate.

Major comedic hustle 


Second City’s American 
Mixtape brings laughs— 
and original tunes

REDEYE 

Performing improv comedy on-stage is no 
walk in the park. Add music to the mix and 
you have all the makings of one extremely 
difficult, unique craft. 

That is, unless of course, you’re a part of 
the newly assembled Second City’s American 
Mixtape troupe. Then it’s as if speaking mu- 
sically is something we’re all born to do. 

The show’s scenes center around every- 
thing from missed romantic connections to 
gospel-style callouts. But here’s the catch: 
Each one carries a tune. A music- to-your- 
eyes, how-is-music-making-me-laugh? kind 
of tune. 

Julie B. Nichols, who is American Mixtape’s 
musical director and sits at the piano just 
offstage, absolutely steals the show, with an 
unmatched— and hysterical— comedic timing 
used to punctuate the actors’ punchlines. 

“It’s something that you learn so much 
more the more you do it, and the more 
people you do it with,” Nichols said. “I can 
almost read their bodies and read their faces. 
And so, that’s the part for me that’s the most 
fun, is that it keeps evolving.” 

American Mixtape performs a few popular 
scenes from previous troupes of The Second 
City as well— that’s where the “mixtape” 
comes in. 

“It started on the road,” director BiUy 
Bungeroth said. “We were in Portland, Ore., 
and I was playing a music gig. When a Second

City scene is retired, it kind of disappears. So 
we were like, ‘What if we took our favorite 
songs and put them together in a mixtape?’ ” 

Those familiar with Second City shows 
know the magic number of cast members 
usually is six. But American Mixtape turned 
yet another comedic convention in its head, 
sending just four actors —Molly Brennan, 
Joey Bland, Kate Lambert and Travis Turner. 

“We just wanted really good people who 
could do everything,” Bungeroth said. “We’re 
asking a lot. We’re asking these folks to be 
phenomenally funny to be a good improviser, 
to be a great singer. There’s a ton of move- 
ment in the show; it takes a special brand of 
person to fulfill all of those things.” 

But what makes this performance stand 
out is the way Brennan, Bland, Lambert and 
Turner hustle their butts across the venue for 
two hours. 

One remarkable example of this is the 
show’s opera-style opener, which the per- 
formers begin by asking a couple in the front 
row about their history together. The players 
then burst into an impressive improvised 
musical duet all about that man and woman. 
The Second City continues to pull out and hu- 
manize real-life emotion within its shows, and 
American Mixtape doesn’t stutter in keeping 
with this theme.
